U. S. BIBLE DISTRIBUTION 
9,300,000 IN PAST YEAR 


The Bible is still the best seller. 

A total of approximately 9,300,000 
Bibles were distributed in the United 
States last year, the Reverend Frank 
Wilson of the American Bible Society, 
New York, told Episcopal convention 
delegates here yesterday. 

He said an increase of one-third 
in the society budget would be nec- 
essary to meet world-wide requests 
for 1949. 

Some 2,000,000 copies went to Ger- 
many last year, and materials were 
sent to that country for printing 
another 2,000,000, Mr. Wilson said. 

A total of 1,500,000 Bibles were sent 
to Japan last year, he added. 

Translations in whole or part of 
1,092 languages and dialects are 
available, he asserted. Some manu- 
script has not been printed because 
of lack of money during the past year, 
the minister stated. 

North Carolina Baptists, holding 
their 118th annual session, heard re- 
ports that total gifts to the State’s 
churches during the past year were 
approximately $15,000,000. Of this, 
$12,000,000 went for expenses of the 
local churches and $3,000,000 went for 
missions and benevolences, including 
state and Southern convention causes. 
Dr. F. Orion Mixon, pastor of the

We have too many 
people in the Church who faint at 
any sign of trouble. The pastor must 
carry a spiritual camphor bottle to 
hold under their nose, when he 
should be spending his time trying to 
win sinners to God and the Church. 
When a revival campaign is an- 
nounced, the members begin to hurl 
their disheartening statements at the 
pastor: “You can’t have a revival in 
this town; the people here are gospel 
hardened. You can’t get people to at- 
tend,” etc. If the truth were known, 
it isn’t any of the above things, but 
church grudges, quarrels, jealousy, 
tattling, talking against the pastor 
and each other, and many other cov- 
ered sins which bar a great revival 
from being poured out in your church. 
Let us all try taking inventory of our 
lives discarding these hindrances, 
and giving God a chance. 


I heard of a farmer who stored nice, 
ripe apples for winter, but he noticed 
each day when his wife set out a day’s 
supply that the fruit was decayed. 
He complained to her and asked for 
seme good fruit. She said, “I am using 
up the bad apples first, then we shall 
have the good ones last.” The farmer 
was persistent and an investigation 
followed. He found that every day 
the good wife left a few decayed ap- 
ples which decayed a few of their 
neighbor apples, thus making it im- 
possible for them to ever have any 
good fruit to eat. Just so is the 
church. If you cover up a fuss, grudge, 
backbiting, etc., it will breed ulcers of 
hindrance to the church. A few real 
prayer warriors, who will fast and 
pray with the pastor and evangelist, 
will do wonders toward breaking 
down these hindrances and bringing 
a revival. Yes, it takes God time to 
answer prayer in many instances, for 
He is dealing with the human will 
and in so doing He has to overthrow 





the idols of the heart, foil plans, etc. 
Just as it takes God time to paint a 
rose, grow an oak, mature the corn, 
it takes time to bring people to the 
place where they willingly follow His 
will. 


GIVE GOD A CHANCE BY YIELDING 
TO HIM 


Rom. 12:1, “I beseech you there- 
fore, brethren, by the mercies of God, 
that ye present your bodies a living 
sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto God, 
which is your reasonable service.” 
It has been said by great men, “It re- 
mains yet to be seen what God can 
do with a man who is fully conse- 
crated to Him.” A Christian fully 
yielded to God will be a fruit-bearing 
Christian. John 15:8, “Herein is my 
Father glorified, that ye bear much 
fruit; so shall ye be my disciples.” 
One day Jesus and His disciples were 
traveling and they were hungry. In 
the distance they sighted a fig tree. 
Jesus said to His disciples, “We shall 
have some nice figs to eat.”

These are leaf church 
members. What will become of 
them? In Matt. 3:10 John said, 
“And -now also the axe is laid 
unto the root of the trees: there- 
fore every tree which bringeth not 
forth good fruit is hewn own, and 
cast into the fire.” Church member, 
are you a fruit-bearing Christian? 
Moses stuttered and was unqualified 
for the task God assigned him, yet he 
became the deliverer of Israel. David 
was only a lad, but, yielded to God, 
he killed lions, bears, and giants. 
You, too, can kill the giants which 
hinder your church if you will yield 
yourself fully to God. 

Paul was a _persecutor of the 
Church, chiefest of sinners, and re- 
sponsible for Christians being killed, 
but on the Damascus road he sur- 
rendered fully to God and became the 
greatest preacher of that age.

There Is a Hell

The preaching of hell is unwelcome 
to many people. A place of everlast- 
ing punishment is not a popular theme 
among those who love sin. In these 
last days, when the fundamental 
teachings of the Bible are considered 
obsolete, or old-fashioned, by modern 
scholars, and the great truths that 
once constituted the foundation of 
Christianity are being ruthlessly swept 
aside, this doctrine of hell is being 
scoffed at and ridiculed as a worn-out 
fable and superstition. This assault on 
the teachers of God’s Word, who to 
many men are distasteful, is not being 
carried on as one might suspect, by 
professed infidels and atheists, but 
mostly by professing Christians, who 
claim to believe the Bible. We do not 
find many of these objectors denying 
the teachings of heaven and its eter- 
nal glories. Even preachers who are 
supposed to be evangelical, and whose 
mission it is to teach all of God’s coun- 
sel, are often found ignoring this side 
of God’s counsel. They say the day of 
hell-fire sermons is over; “let us 
preach the love of God.” 

It is true, we are living in the dis- 
pensation of grace, and the great 
theme of the Church for nineteen cen- 
turies has been the love of God for a 
lost world. Such is as it should be, but 


while the God of the Bible is a God of 
love, even beyond all the comprehen- 
sion of man, He is not as these modern 
religionists would have us believe—just 
an indulgent father winking at trans- 
gressions of His law, tolerating all 
manner of sin in men, and too merci- 
ful to punish the wicked. This is a law- 
less age, when there is little regard for 
the laws of God or man; but God has 
never changed. He is still the God of 
Sinai, and His judgments which thun- 
dered forth in days of old may still 
be heard echoing down through the 
New Testament in no uncertain tones. 
They are sounded out in the Sermon 
on the Mount; they flash. like fire 
through most of the Lord’s discourses; 
they are written in bold letters on 
nearly every page of the Epistles. Mod- 
ern religionists may banish the ter- 
rors of hell from their minds, and 
modern theologists may erase this 
doctrine from their revised creeds, but 
they can never eradicate it from God’s 
Word. It is still written, “The wicked 
shall be turned into hell, and all the 
nations that forget God,” Psalm 9:17. 

We have a number of discourses 
from the mouth of the Lord upon the 
future state of man. One in particular 
gives us a very plain account about the

“But of God,” John 1:13. 


It is a more pleasant task to pro- 
ceed to show what it is, than how to 
obtain it. To this end we shall point 
out to you a few of the many scrip- 
tures that deal with this experience, 
and give you, in good order, what the 
theologians call the concomitents of 
the new birth. I am partially indebted 
to other writers on this subject, in- 
cluding helps from well-known com- 
mentaries. 

I. PARDON 

This is the first step toward 
eternal life. It takes place in 
heaven, in the courts of God. A sinner 
appears before the Lord. His heart is 
black; his life is crooked; his soul is 
clothed with the tattered rags of de- 
bauchery and crime. There seems 
little hope for him, but he is truly 
penitent, and he has a _ won- 
derful Advocate, Jesus Christ the 
Righteous. His case is presented, 
his forgiveness is craved, and, my 
reader, if you are unsaved, I want 
you to get this picture. I want 
you to see what takes place in the 
courts of heaven when a sinner starts 
for glory. The Advocate stands be- 
tween you and the Judge and points 
past your wretched rags and sins to 
the lowlands of Calvary, where, 1900 
years before, the Advocate Himself 
paid the penalty of your sins. It is 
enough; “Son, they sins be forgiven 
thee.” Gone is your burden of sin and 
doubt; gone is your dread of the fu- 
ture. Oh, the greatest joy that comes 
to any heart is, “Son, thy sins be for- 
given thee.” Just think of it—a sin- 
ner, wretched, lost, doomed, is now 
forgiven. Your pardon is written and 
sealed, and the signature at the foot 
of the document is made in ink as red 
as Calvary’s flow. 

My unsaved friend, this can be your 
experience just now if you will meet 
the conditions. It has been the joy of 
many a preacher to see a sinner’s 
wretched face, streaked with tears, as 
he lifts his eyes to behold the face 
of his smiling Saviour. His voice 
breaks forth in joyful song, “Bless 
the Lord, O my soul; and all that is 
within me, bless his holy name. Bless 
the Lord, O my soul, and forget not 
all His benefits: who forgiveth all 
thine iniquities; who healeth all thy

diseases,” Psalm 103:1-3. 
II. JUSTIFICATION 

The pardoned sinner still stands in 
the presence of God. He is forgiven, 
that is true. The kiss of pardon has 
been planted on his face, but some- 
thing else must be done. Let me il- 
lustrate. In Luke, chapter fifteen, we 
have a picture of a loving father as 
he looks across his rolling fields, and, 
with eyes of love, recognizes in the 
stumbling, emaciated form approach- 
ing the house the sin-ridden boy who 
was once his pride and joy. He ran to 
him and kissed him. That kiss was 
the expression of pardon. But the 
father did not stop there. His first 
orders to his servants bade them 
bring forth the best robe and put it 
on the returning prodigal. No child 
of his would ever be humiliated in the 
presence of his servants by having to 
wear the rags of the swine pen, the 
symbol of his folly. So our heavenly 
Father seeks to clothe the pardoned 
sinner in a garment worthy of his 
newly found forgiveness. The only 
place where this garment can be 
found is at Calvary. There, many 
years ago, the Lord Jesus Christ 
took upon Himself the sin-stained 
clothes of humanity that He might 
provide a robe of righteousness for 
every sinner. 

There we were clothed with the 
righteousness of Christ, and we 
may stand in the presence of 
God with all freedom and ease as one 
who has never committed a sin. This 
wonderful experience is called justifi- 
cation, and it satisfies God the Father. 
The Bible says, “Therefore being jus- 
tified by faith, we have peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ; by 
whom also we have access by faith in- 
to this grace wherein we stand, and 
rejoice in hope of the glory of God,” 
Rom. 5:1,2. 


III. REGENERATION 


The generation of a thing marks 
the beginning of its existence. To re- 
generate a person is to restore life to 
that person after he is dead. There- 
fore, every pardoned and justified 
sinner needs the act or process of 
regeneration. 

We are “dead in trespasses and 
sins,” Eph. 2:1,5. Thus it is easy to see 
that regeneration is needed. Paul de- 


clared to the Ephesians, “And yy 
hath he quickened (made alive) yy 
were dead in trespasses and sings’) 
is the quickening power of regenen. 
tion that stirs the broken chords y 
man’s heart, causing him to lift pis 
voice in praise to God, and platiy 
within him a desire and a determin. 
tion to serve the Saviour. “If any m 
be in Christ Jesus he is a new erm. 
ture: old things are passed away; hk. 
hold all things are become ney’ 
2 Cor. 5:17. 


IV. ADOPTION 


We have pointed out that pardm 
takes place in heaven, justification a 
Calvary and regeneration in th 
heart of the believer. We now com 
to the climax of the new birth: 
phase of the experience that units 
heaven and earth, and that lifts th 
believer’s heart into the courts of glory, 
although his feet remain on th 
earth. This is adoption. The chili 
born without a name is to be pitied. 
Some one has said the hardest 
heart can be touched by the wails o 
the “doorstep baby.” Many a fine by 
has grown to manhood with eage 
ambitions only to have his head 
bowed with shame when he learne( 
that he did not bear the name of his 
father and that he did not havea 
respectable background. Yet malty 
such cases have been redeemed by the 
prompt action of child-hungry co- 
ples who have adopted little waifs in- 
to their families and given them the 
protection of their own good name 

The above serves to illustrate th 
idea of divine adoption. When We 
were sinners we belonged to the fatl- 
ily of the devil. This is not a very nice 
thought but it is the truth. Jesus sail 
to the men of his day, “Ye are d 
your father the devil, and the work 
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of your father ye will do.” When We; 


are pardoned, justified and regel- 
erated, we are redeemed; that &, 
purchased.
